Listening to Dianne 
at a city council meeting, you 
will hear a person who cannot 
make a decision without first 
getting the Mayor's approval as 
in this recent meeting where a 
letterhead from the city, a

My right to vote has had a price 
tag of $3 and change put on it 
due to this recall and some 
suggest this is too expensive to 
have the right to be represented 
by an elected official and 
exercise the right to recall when 
the official fails to do so; 
however, as we learned in this 
last meeting, the Mayor 
contracted an employee and 
believed he could do so without 
contacting the state for approval 
to exempt the employee from 
the State's insurance program 
known to many as PERS. 
Subsequently, Port Orford now 
owes 45k in insurance 
premiums. He claimed he didn't 
know he couldn't do this. Upon 
activation and three years later, 
the State is asking us the 
citizens of Port Orford for 
$45,000 dollars. I'll gladly pay 
the $3 versus $45,0000 to recall 



this Mayor compared to his 
hefty price tags of mistakes 
such as these based upon a 
claim of, "I thought I could do 
this" stance.
